That is merely final and reliable evidence of its 
weight and fineness. You must have something with the 
attribute of extension when you measure extension. To meas- 
ure weight you must have something of specific gravity. To 
measure value you must have something of value, something 
that requires labor to produce it. Gold has that requisite. The 
stamp on a gold dollar says in effect: . . . This Government 
pledges its honor that this coin is nine-tenths fine and contains 
28.8 (25.8?) grains in weight. The Government stamp on 
every piece of coin is a certificate to mankind that the bearer 
has rendered service unto society which is measured by that 
piece of metal, and that he is entitled to an equivalent service 
from society in return. Such a dralt has never been dishonored." 

On page 4,907 of Congressional Globe (same debate) Senator Stewait says: 

"Sir, the laboring man and the producer is entitled to have 
his product and his labor measured by the same standard of 
the world that measures your National debt. . . . Give him 
such a standard, give him money as you require from him. 
You require it from the producer. You require from the labor- 
ing man gold to pay the interest on your National debt, which 
cannot be avoided if you mean to save National honor; but 
then give him the same money with which to pay that debt." 

On page 4,909 (same debate) he "ays: 

"There have been many battles fought against gold, but 
gold has won every time. Gold never has compromised, 
. . . Gold has made the world respect it all the time. The 
English people once thought that they could get along without 

fold for awhile, but taey had to come back to it. We did not 
epart from it on purpose to disgrace gold, but we attempted 
expedients at the time oi the war because we thought we had not 
enough gold in the country to get along *with, though probably 
we had." 

On page 4,867: 

"You may fix up all the propositions you please, but the 
real thing is when you come down to # it finally, I don't care 
how much you discuss it or how many resolutions you pass, 
they don't make any difference; you must come to the same 
conclusion that all other people have, that gold is recognized 
as the universal standard of value. It is the measure that must 
be used. It is the measure by which your wealth must be 
tested. Whether it be pennies or millions matters not. It is 
the measure that must test all wealth. The wealth of the 
United States is tested by the same rule. It has been and 
always will be the touch-stone of measurement, and when you 
depart from that and try to figure out another measure which 
the world does not recognize, you get into confusion. At- 
tempting to reconcile them is idle to talk about." 

In these speeches tbe money of tbe world is always referred te as tbe stand- 
ard, and silver la not mentioned. It is plain that Senators then knew that silver was 
not a standard in tbe United States. They contain more sense about finance, ad- 
mirably put, than Messrs Jones and Stewart would have vouchsafed te the country 
for twenty years. Their speeches would make a good school-book. Seme of the 
passage* should become well-nigh immortal. Aa. for Instance. Senator Jones, on 
page 180 of tbe appendix, (same speech as above) says: 

"We are told that we can't get back to specie payments 
because the balance of trade is against us. The balance of 
trade is against us because we don't get back to "specie pay- 
ments. Give us the money that the world recognises to regu- 
late our trade, and the balance of trade will take ca\ ' ; t**-Tf;"

Coder Arrest. 



Atlantic Citt, K. J., July 31 — A ter- 
rible railroad catastrophe took place 
on the Meadows, about two miles out 
of thla city, shortly after 0:80 o'clock 
Thursday evening, resulting- in the 
death of 43 people, so far as now c 
be learned, and the wounding of 
others. A train left here consisting of 
seres cars over the West Jersey rail- 
road bearing a special excursion of 
Red Men and their friends, of llridge- 
ton, N. J. , and Salem, and had reached 
the crossing of the Reading railroad 
when it was struck by the 5:40 
down express from Philadelphia, 
demolishing two cars and telescoping 
the two following. The engine of the 
Reading- train became a total wreck, 
killing the engineer and fatally injur- 
ing the fireman, and the car behind 
also was thrown from, the track and 
many of i)s occupants killed or in- 
jured. 

The responsibility of the collision 
has not yet been placed, but William 
Thnrlow, the operator at the block 
tower situated at the crossing, has 
been placed under arrest by order of 
the coroner. 

Leaving this city the tracks of the 
West Jersey road run parallel to those 
of the Camden & Atlantic until after 
they cross the drawbridge, when they 
•witch off to the south, crossing the 
Reading road at an obtuse angle 

John Oreiner, the engineer of the 
West Jersey train, saw the Reading 
train approaching the crossing at a 
swift speed, but ae the signals 
open for him to proceed on his w 
continued. His engine had barely 
cleared the track of the Heading when 
the locomotive of the latter train which 
left Philadelphia at 0:40 struck 
the first car full in the center, 
tbowing it far off the track into a neur-

'1 he 
road lead. ng to the place of the colli- 
sion wan a constant procession of 
hacks, i. <.s-.es and bicycles and all 
kinds of vehicles while thousands of 
pedestrians hurried along the path to 
render what assistance they could or 
to satisfy their curiosity. 

Darknesa fell quickly and the work 
of reacuing the injured and the dead 
bodies was carried out under the lurid 
glare of huge bonfires. It was a grue- 
some sight presented to onlookers a* 
the mangled and burnt forms of the 

which bound them and laid side by 
side on the gravel bank near the track 
with no other pall than the few odd 
• newspapers gathered from the passen- 
gers. The woundeS were quickly 
gathered together and carried by train 
and wagon to the Atlantic City hos- 
pital, where six of them died shortly 
after their arrival. 

The old Excursion house at the foot 
of Mississippi avenue was cc 
into a morgue and thither the dead 
were taken. At a late hour Thursday 
evening there were t!9 bodies laid out 
there, none of whom are as yet identi- 
ged This city is terribly excited over 
the accident. The streets in the vicin- 
ity of the Excursion house and the city 
hospital, as well as the road leading to 
the scene of the accident, being packed 
with people anxious to learn the latest. 
The Brldgeton and Salem excursionists 
who escaped injury were brought back 
to this city and sent home on a special 
train several hours later in the even- 
ing. 

Janes Hoyt, secretery of the depart- 
ment of public safety, immediately, 
upon learning the extent of the catas- 
trophe, telegraphed for the Philadel- 
phia emergency corys, 150 of whom re- 
sponded, and hnrried to this city on a 
• 1 train, which left Philadelphia 
at 10:45 p. m. These surgeons mater- 
ially aided the volunteer corps of this 
city, who embraced almost every phy- 
sician at present within its confines. 
Many of the injured were taken to 
hotels as the city hospital soon became 
About 80 of the wound- 
ed had their injuries dressed and were 
able to proceed on their way. It is ex-
